A dispatch from New York says 
Miss Frances E. Willard, president of 
the W. 0. T. U., died shortly after 
midnight this morning, at the Hotel 
Empire, in that city. 
Her continued Illness, sceording to 
dispatches, dated from her Janesville 
attack 
At the bedside of Miss Willard at 
the time of her death were ber niece, 
Mrs. W. W. Baldwin; Mrs. L. M. M, 
Stevens, vice president of the W. 0. T. 
ti ; Miss Anna M. Gordon, Miss Will­ 
ard’s private secretary, and Dr. Alfred 
K. Hill. 
Miss Willard had been DI 
about three weeks. 
Dr. Hill made 
the following statement: 


Statem en t o f H er D octor 


“ Miss Willard had suffered some 
years with profound anemia and on 
several occasions had been given up to 
die. 
Last summer she seemed to take 
on a new lease of life and gained in 
weight and strength so that she went 
through her convention work at To­ 
ronto and Buffalo, which was most 
arduous, and came out much better 
than was expected, but on her arrival 
five weeks ago, she was much pros­ 
trated and readily took the grip,which 
attacked the stomach, liver, intestines 
and later the nervous system. 
The 
disease progressed favorably and in 
many respects she bad greatly im­ 
proved when the fatal issue came and i 
overwhelmed 
the 
nerve 
There was no cancerous degredation 
of an organ as has baen said.” 
There will be funeral services in 
New York city and later in Evanston, 
111., Miss Willard's home, where the 
body will be taken. 


Sketch o f M iss W illard. 


Miss Willard was born in Church­ 
ville, N. Y,, dept, 28, 1839. 
She was 
graduated from Northwestern Female 
college, Evanston, 111., In 1859, be­ 
came professor natural science there 
in 1862, and was principal of Genessee 
Wesleyan seminary in 1866-67. 
The 
following two years were spent in 
foreign travel giving a part of the 
time to study in Paris and contribut­ 
ing to periodicals. 
In 1871-74 abe 
was professor of aestheties in North­ 
western university and dean of the 
Woman’s college, where she developed 
her system of self government, which 
had been adopted by other educators. 
Miss Willard left her profession in 
1874 to Identify herself with tho Wom­ 
an’s Christian 
Temperance 
union, 
serving aa corresponding secretary of 
the national organization till 
and since that date as president. 
As 
secretary she organized the Home Pro 
taction movement and tent an appeal 
from nearly 2,000,000 persons to the 
legislature of Illinois, asking for the 
temperance ballot for women. 
On the 
death of her brother, Oliver A. Willard, 
in 1879, she succeeded him aa editor of 
The Chicago Evening Post. 
In 1886 
she accepted the leadership of the 
White Cross movement in her own 
nnione, which had obtained through 
her influence enactments in twelve 
states for the protection of women. 
In 1888 she was made president of 
the American branch of the I nter 
national Council of Women and ot the 
World’s Christian Temperance union 
which she had founded five years be 
fore and she was repeatedly reelected.

tributions 
to magazines and

press.

Willard has published 
several volumes relating to temper­ 
ance and other reforms.

“ Miss Willard has been identified 
with us for so long that it la difficult 
for us to oonceive the W. 0. T. U. 
without her. 
Her death would be a 
serious blow, but the work is sp or­ 
ganized in all states, which are depend­ 
ent in their notion, and the work la so 
far above the thought of one Individ­ 
ual, that though she should fall the 
labor and the earn pal ga of the aoelety 
against sin would continue. 
I feel 
that if she should die the Lord would 
raise up a leader, but to my vision she 
who would equal Miss Willard is not 
in sight. 
None is so nobly equipped 
as she is. 
Miss Willard has all of the 
qualities that enter into the make-np 
of a leader, and though in this or that 
f he may be slightly excelled by one 
here or one there, altogether she is 
stronger than any. 
No one has so 
many qualities that fit one for the 
leadership of such a great work as hat 
she.” 


After her father’s death in 1868, she 
spent two years in travel through 
Europe and the east, and while absent 
was eorrespondent of the Independent, 
and the Christian Union, and other 
papers in New York and Chicago. 
On 
her return she was elected Dean of the 
Evanston Woman's College, and Pro­ 
fessor of Aestheties in the Northwest­ 
ern University. 
Her success as a 
teacher was great, her influence over 
her pupils extraordinary. 
“ What are 
yon going to do in the world?” was 
her oft-asked question. 
Her aim was 
to develope eharacter, to reveal to each 
pupil her apeeial powers, and to culti­ 
vate a love of giving and doing one’s 
beat always.

Frances Elizabeth Willard came of a 
long and prominent line of New Eng­ 
land ancestors, one of them an early 
settler of Concord, Mats.; one a presi­ 
dent, another a vice-president of Har­ 
vard; one a pastor of the Old South 
Ohnroh of Boston; 
one the aichiteot 
of Bunker Hill Monument; one, Elijah 
Willard, a chaplain throughout the 
Revolutionary War. 
He was forty 
years the pastor of the Baptist church 
at Dublin, near Keene, N. H. 
Josie h Flint Willard, grandson of 
the latter, and father of Frances, was 
married November 4,1831, to Mary 
Thompson Hill, of Ogden. 
She wet 
born January 3, 1805, at Danville,near 
S t JohnsDury, Vt.

and Mrs. 
Willard went with their children, OIL 
ver and Frances, to Oberlin, Ohio,iand 
invested five years in academic aud 
centers' 5 oolleFe studies, then removed in May, 
1846, to Wisconsin, with their three 
children (Mary, of nineteen beautiful 
years, having been born in Oberlin, 
March 5, 1846.) 
Mrs. Willard led an 
isolated life for twelve years on the 
farm, “ Forest Home,” three

down the river from Janesville.

world, without respect to nationality, 
class or creed. 
Mi s Willard was president for the 
United States for this society.

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SMITH DISCHARGED 
ON TECHNICALITY 


FAULTY 
INDICTM ENT 
NOT HOLD. 
W ILL 


Court Had No Jurisdiction In the Fort 
Atkinson Man’s Case—End of a 
Long 
and 
Remarkable 
United 
States Court Prosecution at Mil­ 
waukee 
The Indictment charging Robert B. 
Bm th of Port Atkinaon with embez­ 
zling from the United States mails, 
was quashed by Jndge Seaman in the 
United States court* Milwaukee. Smith 
was not present in the court room at 
the time, although an effort was made 
to compel his appearance, but J dge 
Seaman ruled that the indictment was 
to faulty that the'court could not even 
order the issuance of a bench warrant. 
or enter an order forfeiting the bail 
bond, having absolutely no jurisdic­ 
tion whatever in the ease. 
It is more than two years since 
Smith was arrested and indicted, but 
It was not until the present term of 
court that attention was called to the 
fault in the indictment 
which was 
drawn under ex-United States District 
Attorney Wigman’s 
administration. 
The indictment charged Smith with 
embezzling from tne mails and located 
the commission cf the orime in Colum­ 
bia county, “ within the eastern dis­ 
trict of Wisconsin.*’ Columbia county 
id far from being within the district, 
being located in 
the western dis­ 
trict. 
Sick in a Hospital. 
The authorities, recognizing the de­ 
fect in the indictment, made a desper­ 
ate attempt to secure the appearance 
of the defendant lr the court room, 
and so objected to the entry cf an or­ 
der until he had appeared. There was 
suspicion that Smith had left the state, 
and was on his way to the gold fields, 
but this report was refuted by his at 
torneys. 
Attorney 
Hazleton stated 
that Smith was now an inmate of an 
infirmary in either Indiana or Ohio, 
and Oho had 
received a letter from 
the physician in charge, who stated 
th at he could not be allowed to travel 
a t this time. 
Immediately aDer his arrest Smith 
was stricken with nervous prostra­ 
tion. 
The postal inspectors who are 
rested him were alleged to have se­ 
cured a confession, but this was de­ 
nied, and Smith pleaded not guilty, 
which was his only appearance in 
court. 
The plea was afterwards with­ 
drawn in order to permit the motion 
to quash. 
Presence Was Necessary 
District Attorney Phillips presented 
authorities showing that the presence 
of the prisoner was necessary before 
aueh an order could be presented, and 
he read from the books to show that 
if a prisoner had absconded or was in 
a position analagous to absconding, 
the entry of such an order would 
be extremely 
injudicious. 
During 
bis argument 
he referred to the 
history of the case. 
The applications 
for a continuance, he understood, had 
always been made in behalf of the 
defendant and it did not seem to him 
as if there was anything which would 
at least prevent the appearance of the 
defendant in court. 
There was an 
atmosphere in the ease, he said, which 
indicated that the defendant did not 
intend to appear in court, and that 
delay would follow every effort upon 
the part of the prosecution. 
Quashed the Writ. 
Mr. Hazelton said that if the founda­ 
tion for the quashing of the writ were 
different the contention of the district 
attorney 
might 
apply. 
It was 
an 
unheard 
of 
thing, 
he 
said, 
that 
a 
prosecuting 
of­ 
ficer should not know th? boundaries 
of his district and under the circum­ 
stances he insisted that it was the 
dnty of the court to dismiss the case 
apon its own motion and Judge Sea­ 
man agreed with him. 
“ The offense charged ia a very 
aerions one,” said Jndge Seaman “and 
lf there is canso to believe the de­ 
fendant g u 'ltj he should be brought 
before a proper bar to make answer 
to the charge. 
So far as this coart is 
concerned it 
is 
absolutely power­ 
less. 
Under the indictment It would 
have no power to issue a bench war­ 
rant if an application for such were 
made or to enter an order forfeiting 
the recognizance. The motion to quash 
will be granted”.

SENATE OPPOSES SALE. 


KUM M 
Resolves Against Confirming the 
Pacific S ettlem en t. 
Washington, Feb. 18.—The Turpie 
Kansas Pacific railroad resolution of-! 
fered on Feb. 15 passed the senate to- j 
day—34 to 29. 
The resolution is as 
follows: “Resolved, as the opinion of 
the senate, that the sale of the Kansas 
Pacific division of the Pacific railroads, 
made today, ought not to be confirmed, 
except upon the terms that the original 
claims and the interest thereon, due to 
the United States from 
said railroad 
company, of the Kansas Pacific division 
be paid in full by the bidders. 
The only reference thus far made to 
the disaster to the battleship Maine 
was in the form of the following reso­ 
lution introduced by Mr. Allen (Neb.): 
Resolved, That the committee on na­ 
val affairs be directed to make an im­ 
mediate and thorough investigation in­ 
to the cause of the disaster to the bat­ 
tleship Maine in the harbor of Havana 
on the 15th instant and report to the 
senate.” It went over until to-day. 
Thte debate on the bankruptcy hill 
dragged along listlessly in the house, 
interest in it being overshadowed by 
the Maine disaster. The speeches on 
the floor attracted almost no attention 
and were delivered in most instances to 
a handful of members.

Wnat snould an Architect Bo Taught? 
Sound and ready knowledge of build­ 
ing, dexterous readiness and some ap­ 
proach to excellence as a freehand drafts­ 
man and some skill as a modeler—these 
are the three things which the student 
should be taught, says Russell Sturgis 
in The Atlantic. All else is a part of 
his higher education, of his training as' 
a man rather than as an architect. 
Time was when there existed no such 
distinction; when 
there were living 
traditions which the young architect 
had to learn, which he would learn 
naturally as an apprentice, exactly as 
the apprentice painter picked up his art 
of painting naturally and ground bis 
master’s colors and swept out his mas­ 
ter’s workshop the while. Those days 
are gone. 
There is no tradition now which 
ought to be learned, because there is no 
tradition which is not that of some 
school or coterie, none which binds the 
world of building men. There is no tra­ 
dition now which should not be avoided, 
because there is no tradition whioh is 
not telling against a healthy growth of 
the fine art of building. The traditions 
now are of the most mischievous char­ 
acter, and nothing can come of a famil­ 
iarity with them but a prolongation of 
the sterile years, the years of the lean 
kine, through which the European world 
goes starving in spirit for food of the 
solid and wholesome sort known to men 
of old. Designing cannot be taught; 
good taste cannot be taught, and yet it is 
well for the artist in any department to 
learn what other artists have done and 
to learn how they designed and to see 
what they accounted good taste.

Sharp competition on the part of lo­ 
cal buyers has bad a tendency to raise 
the price of leaf tobacco in Rock coun­ 
ty a cent a pound. 
This advance, in price has taken 
place w ithin the past tw o weeks, a n i 
w ill mean to the farm ers of Rock conn- 
ty a difference of several hundred dol­ 
lars 
Two weeks ago loo«*l buyers 
w ere offering prices th a t varied from 
3 | cents to 5 cents a pound, while to­ 
day, for the same grade of goods in the 
bundle, th^y are paying from 4 to 6 
cents. 
This advance of 
a cent a 
pound is 
due 
entirely 
to 
th e ' 
tobacco 
buyers, 
who 
themselves 
have set the price so eager were they 
th obtain the goods. 
Since the oommlng of 
the West 
Alexandria and Cincinnati buyers into 
the county the local dealers have been 
anything but pleased after having 
learned th at these Ohio buyers took 
from the county in one week a 14,000 
w orth of leaf. 
Numerous buyers employed by the 
local Arms then set out to travel the 
county from one end to the other with 
the intention of buying any and all 
leaf th a t was w ithin the 3£ and 5 oent 
lim it, while one local firm are known 
to have had out during the past two 
weeks six different buyers. 
Local Firms Active. 
Of the local dealers who have beeu 
buying heavy of late may be mentioned 
Stuart B. Heddles, L. B. Carle, George 
H. RumriU, Paul Rudolph Sc Go. aud 
F rank S. Baines. 
“ I believe th a t it would not be 
placing the figures a bit too high to 
say th a t 20,000 cases of leaf have beeu 
purchased in the past week in South­ 
ern Wisconsin,” said a local buyer this 
noon, “ and when the dealers go into 
the business on such a wholesale plan 
it m ust indicate th a t buyers are travel­ 
ing the county in goodly num bers.” 
A well known La Prairie firm er 
said today: 
“ On Wednesday of this week there 
were bIx different tobacco buyers a t 
my place looking a t my crop and three 
were from Janesville. 
Neighbors of 
mine who raise tobacco report the 
same state of affairs and there is little 
doubt but w hat the buyers are getting 
anxious.” 
In the towns cf Magnolia and Center 
fully three-fourths of the *97 crop has 
already been purohased. 
Local tobacco dealers were treated 
to a surprise this morning when they 
were called on by Max Meyer and 
Benjamin Meyer of New York.

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NEWS FROM THE MORNING PAPERS 


Washington, Feb. 18.—Spain has of­ 
ficially disclaimed in a positive man­ 
ner the reflections contained in the De 
Lome letter, and, 
as 
officially 
an­ 
nounced by the state department, the 
incident is satisfactorily closed. 
The 
following is given out as an abstract 
of a note sent by the Spanish govern­ 
ment to Minister Woodford at Mad­ 
rid: 
“The Spanish government on learn­ 
ing of the incident in which Minister 
Dupuy De Lome was concerned, and 
being 
advised of his 
objectionable 
communication, with entire sincerity 
laments the incident which was the 
cause of the interview 
with the 
minister. 
Minister De 
Lome had 
presented his resignation and it had 
been accepted before the presentation 
of the matter by Minister Woodford. 
The Spanish ministry, in accepting the 
resignation of a functionary whose 
services they have been utilizing and 
valuing up to that time, leaves it per­ 
fectly well established that they do 
not share, and rather, on the contrary, 
disauthorize, 
the 
criticisms 
tend­ 
ing to offend or censure the chief 
of 
a 
friendly 
state, 
although 
such 
criticisms 
had 
been 
writ­ 
ten within the field of friendship 
and had reached publicity by artful 
and criminal means. 
This meaning 
had taken shape in a resolution by the 
council ministers before Gen. Wood­ 
ford presented the matter and at a 
time when the Spanish government- 
had only vague 
telegraphic 
reports 
concerning the sentiments alluded to. 
The Spanish nation, with equal and 
greater reason, affirms its view and 
decision after reading the words con­ 
tained in the letter reflecting upon the 
President of the United States. 
“As to the paragraph concerning the 
desirability of negotiation of commer­ 
cial relations, if even for effect, and 
importance of using a representative 
for the purpose stated in Senor Dupuy 
De Lome’s letter, the government ex­ 
presses concern that, in the light of its 
conduct, long after the writing of the 
letter, and in view of the unanswerable 
testimony of simultaneous and subse­ 
quent facts, any doubt should 
exist 
that the Spanish government has given 
proof of its real desire and of its in­ 
nermost convictions with respect to 
the new commercial system and the 
projected treaty of commerce. 
“Publicly and solemnly the govern­ 
ment of Spain contracted before the 
mother country and its colonies the re­ 
sponsibility for the political and tariff 
changes which it has inaugurated in 
both Antilles, the natural end of 
which, in domestic and international 
spheres, it 
pursues with 
firmness, 
which will ever iaspire its, conduct.”

THREATENED VIOLENCE. 


High Official in Havana Enraged by th*

story of the blowing up of the battle­ 
ship Maine, and says: 
“The quays and docks were jammed 
with spectators during these sad pro­ 
ceedings, and I am informed that some 
jubilant sayings were heard among thq 
crowd, and that some of the lower ele­ 
ments rejoiced over the ‘Yankee mas­ 
sacre,’ as they termed it. Personally, 
I saw nothing but sympathy. 
It was 
too colossal not to dwarf even inter­ 
national jealousy and apprehensive! 
hate. 
Only in the palace did I seq 
signs of content. 
“It is said Capt. Sigsbee was writing 
a letter to his wife in his port cabin 
when the explosion occurred.

dark, saluted and said: 
“ ‘Sir, I have to inform you that th* 
ship has been blown up and is sink* 
ing.’ 
“The brave marine is named Wm, 
Anthony. He said to me when I spoke 
of it: 
“ ‘Oh, that’s nothing; 
any Yankee 
marine would do that.* 
“This coolness was noticeable every­ 
where among the men, and when the 
boats and their maimed loads had left 
the wreck for the hospital there was 
no jabbering, no excitement. The offi­ 
cers who had something to do did it 
quietly. The others said nothing. All 
stood this fire as coolly as others once 
gave three cheers for the British war­ 
ship Calliope in the hurricane at Sa-, 
moa. 
“The correspondents of the Madrid 
press have sent home foreboding mes4 
sages, and on the civil side of the pal­ 
ace there are grave apprehension and 
scant courtesy. When I asked Secre­ 
tary Congosto to aid me in talking to 
Gen. Solano over securing the re-open­ 
ing of the cable for the messages of the 
Maine’s officers he coldly said it was 
none of his business; that Gen. Solano 
was in sole charge. Fortunately that 
gentleman was courteous, and the mes­ 
sages went. 
“In view of his present attitude I 
shall now quote what Secretary Con­ 
gosto, then the acting governor-gener­ 
al, or fulfilling the functions of that re­ 
sponsible position, said to me the night 
before the Maine arrived. Consul-Gen­ 
eral Lee had told him that afternoon 
that a warship would come. Congosto 
belligerently objected. Gen. Lee then 
said: 
“ ‘Remember, if any trouble does oc­ 
cur, I shall have the whole fleet here 
in four hours.* 
- “Shortly, after I saw Secretary Con­ 


cause of the Explosion in Havana Har­ 
bor Remains a Mystery. 
Key West, Fla., Feb. 18.—The cause 
of the explosion that resulted in the 
destruction of the United States battle­ 
ship Maine and the death of 258 men 
is completely shrouded in mystery, and 
the demolition of the battleship is so 
complete that it is probable that the 
secret of the disaster will never be 
known. It is believed here that the cen­ 
sorship at Havana will now be made 
more strict than ever, and that a pos­ 
tal supervision will be demanded as a 
military necessity. 
A lieutenant of the Maine, whose 
name is withheld at his request, was 
questioned regarding a dispatch from 
Havana saying that a diver had discov­ 
ered a hole apparently made by a tor­ 
pedo in the bull of the Maine. He said: 
“Why not make the hole 800 feet, or 
8,000 feet? One story is likely as the 
other.” 
Fears are expressed here that the 
divers will not be able to throw light 
on the cause of the disaster, since the 
forward part of the Maine is prac- j 
tically in atoms. 
Why the Maine’s 
magazine, which was filled with high 
explosives and easily affected by con­ 
cussion, did not go up is another mys-* 
tery, and a mercy as well, since had the 
after magazine exploded no one 
on 
board could have escaped death. 
When the keys of the magazines were 
delivered to Captain Sigsbee the tem­ 
perature of the forward magazine was 
59, and it is said that no high explo­ 
sives were stored there, which would 
seem to make the mystery more dense. 
Regarding the explosion the officers 
of the Maine are reticent. 
They are 
evidently unde* orders to keep quiet 
on the subject, but the men talk more 
freely, and they, including the petty 
officers of the Maine, are almost unan­ 
imous in insisting that the explosion 
was caused by a large torpedo, planted 
before the arrival of the Maine at Ha­ 
vana. 
The naval men here say that 
would be possible, but is not likely. 
The anchorage for the Maine was des­ 
ignated by a buoy and the location of 
the buoy was fixed by the harbor offi­ 
cials. 
It is added that any official, 
perfectly posted as to the currents and 
tides, might plant a torpedo at night 
so that, under certain conditions of 
tide, it would be under the forward 
part of the Maine as she swung to her 
moorings. Once planted, it is further 
stated here, such a torpedo could be 
exploded from the shore or from a boat 
at any time fixed upon by those in the 
secret. 
The anthracite coal here for the sup­ 
ply of the United States warships is 
being overhauled in search of infernal 
machines. It is pointed out, however, 
that the Maine took her coal on board 
here a week ago, and it is not likely 
that the mechanism of any 
infernal 
machine would delay action so long. 


Captain Sigsbee Still Silent. 
Havana, Feb. 18—Captain Sigsbee 
still declines to express any opinion as 
to the primary cause of the wreck. 
Seven more bodies have been brought 
ashore. The bodies so far identified are 
those of Dierking, Graham, Sergeant 
Brown, Chief Machinist Moro, Gaffney, 
a fireman. Tusman, Mertz, Sheridan, 
Cosgrove and Seery. Several trunks of 
bodies have been found. 


To Ascertain the Cause. 
Washington, Feb. 18.—A court of in­ 
quiry has been announced to investi­ 
gate the blowing up of the battleship 
Maine. 
The personnel of the court is 
as follows: Capt. W. T. Simpson, of the 
Iowa; Capt. F. E. Chadwick, of the New 
York; Commander W. P. Potter, of the 
New York; Lieut.-Commander Adolph 
Marix, of the navy department.

States embassy, replied as follows this 
morning: 
I beg to express to your royal high­ 
ness most cordial thanks for the tele­ 
gram of sympathy of your royal high­ 
ness with my country in the loss of the 
Maine, under such appalling circum­ 
stances. I at once cabled your message 
to my government. The ambassador la 
in Egypt. 
“Henry White.** 
The Prince and Princess of Wales 
have sent the following message to the 
United States embassy: 
“The Prince and Princess of Wales 
request the charge d’affaires to convey 
to the President and to the secretary of 
the navy the expression of their horror 
at the terrible accident which has hap­ 
pened to the Maine, and their, profound 
sympathy with them and with the 
whole American nation at the occur­ 
rence.” 
As the details of the loss of the Maine 
are published there are renewed marks 
of sympathy here. 
They are not only 
in the newspapers, but are to be heard 
on all sides. 
Many of the diplomats, in 
eluding the Spanish ambassador, have 
called at the United States embassy, 
and the first lord of the British admir­ 
alty, Hon. George J. Goschen, has re­ 
quested Mr. White, the secretary of the 
United States embassy, in the absence 
of the United States ambassador, Col. 
John Hay, in Egypt, to express the ad­ 
miralty’s and his own personal sympa­ 
thy to the United States government, 
and to the United States navy.

WILE SEND NO SHIPS. 


Navy Department Denies Reports That 
the Maine Would Be Replaced. 
Washington, Feb. 18.—The govern­ 
ment has settled back into a waiting 
attitude in respect to the terrible ma­ 
rine disaster in Havana harbor. The 
great shock caused by the news bas 
given away to a calmer and more judi­ 
cial state of mind, and, realizing from 
the events of the day that the court of 
inquiry is the sole dependence in the 
search for the cause of the Maine’s 
loss, the naval officials are now re­ 
signed to await the result of that in­ 
quiry by a court named by the navy 
department. 
At the navy department specific de­ 
nial was given of the report emanating 
from Madrid that a torpedo flotilla was 
about to leave Key West for Cuba. It 
was stated that only two torpedo boats, 
the Cushing and the Ericsson, are at 
Key West, and these have not been or­ 
dered, and will not be ordered, accord­ 
ing to present plans, to Cuba. It was 
strongly asserted that no present pur­ 
pose existed of sending any warships 
there.

Convinced It Was An Accident. 
Washington, Feb. 
18.—In the ab­ 
sence of definite information the drift
